Nolte Opposed It as fo

ized Debt Limit. 


" ‘A program of postwar expansion 
and improvenfent of municipal fa- 
cilities to cost 60 million dollars 
Was announced today by Mayor 
Aloys P. Kaufmann. 

He said particular emphasis 
would be placed on airport acquisi- 
tion and development, improved 
hospitalization services, extension 
of present water and sewer sys- 
tems, street construction, grade 
separation and development of 
parks and playgrounds. 

No breakdown has been made as 
to how much will be spent on any 
particular project, and the Mayor 
did not say, except in a general 
way, what the projects would be. 

Plans for financing the program 
include a proposed bond issue of 
36 million dollars, which would be 
ready to be submitted to the vot- 
ers early next year, possibly by 
February, the Mayor said. The re- 
maining funds to make up the 60 
million dollars would» be taken 
from unexpended amounts in 
previously authorized bond issues, 
ané from surpluses in some city de- 


partments, such as the Water Divi-/ 


sion. 

The announcement followed a 
series of conferences during the 
last six weeks between the Mayor 
and members of the Postwar Plan- 
ning Committee of the city govern- 
ment, a group within the city ad- 
ministration. 

First Plan’s Cost 100 Million. 

The Post-Dispatch learned that 
the original plans for expansion 
submitted by department heads, 
who are also members of the plan- 
ning group, would have called for 
expenditures far in excess of 60 
million dollars, and would have 
necessitated a bond issue in excess 
of 100 million dollars. 

Plans to go through with such 
elaborate expenditures were op- 
posed by Comptroller Louis Nolte, 
who pointed out that a 100-million- 
dollar bond issue would go beyond 
the city’s’ authorized debt limit, 
which will be $54,826,000 when the 
next fiscal year begins next April. 

Suggests Bond Issue Limit. 

The Comptroller told the group 
he would not approve a bond issue 
of more than 35 million dollars, so 
as to leave a leeway of about 20 
million dollars under the debt limit, 
which is fixed by the Constitution. 
When informed today that the 
Mayor had announced the bond is- 
sue would be 36 million dollars, 
Nolte said he would not “quibble 
over one million.”

Aldermanic Group Says 


REPORTS SERIOUS 
SHORTAGE OF COAL 


Relaxing Smoke Ordi- 


nance Would Not In-) 


crease Supply. 


The special aldermanic commit- 
tee investigating the St. Louis fuel 
supply reported to the Board of 
Aldermen today that “there is 
definitely a serious coal shortage” 
and that smoke elimination offi- 
cials and fuel committees were 
working “in close harmony and 
doing everything possible to bring 
a sufficient supply of smokeless 
coal into St. Louis.” The report 
was adopted by the board. 

The committee, unanimous in 
the report, which had an apologetic 
tone, said that the efforts exerted 
by James L. Ford Jr., chairman of 
the Smoke Elimination Committee, 
and the Citizens’ Wartime Fuel 
Committee, headed by Roscoe C. 
Hobbs, to get more coal, “deserve 
the commendation of every citizen 
in St. Lotis.” 

Denies Opposing Law. 

It was denied by the aldermanic 
committee, as was charged even 
by other members of the Board 
of Aldermen, that it was the in- 
tention of the committee to relax 
the smoke ordinance. “No evi- 
dence was offered which would 
indicate that a relaxation of the 
ordinance would bring any addi-|m 
tional fuel into St. Louis,” the 
committee added. 

The coal shortage is not a local 
problem but a national] one due to 
war conditions, the committee 
said, It added that it believed the 
situation locally could be consider- 
ably improved if “better co-opera- 
tion existed between the various 
dealers.” 

There are 850 dealers in the city, 
but 33 of them, members of the St. 
Louis Coal ‘Exchange, handle 
about 75 per cent of the tonnage 
delivered here, the committee 
found, About 90 per cent of this, 
tonnage is delivered by 10 mem- 
bers of the exchange.

De Marigny said in the state- 
ment that he had guests for din- 
ner July 7. He said he took two 
of the guests to their homes and 
returned to his own cottage about 
2:30 a. m. 

He said he was awakened at 
3:15 o’clock by the noise of an 
automobile as his friend and fel- 
low occupant of the cottage, Mar- 
quis Georges de Visdelou, drove 
away with Betty Roberts. 

The Marquis returned in 15 min- 
utes, de Marigny said, and stopped 
by the defendant's room, 

“T asked him to take the cat 
upstairs as it was annoying me,” 
de Marigny said. 

Neighbor’s Testimony. 

Earlier the defense had attacked 
fingerprint and burned-hair testi- 
mony against de Marigny, and the 
Crown countered with a statement 
that a light was burning in the 
defendant's room on the fatal 
night at the time he said he was 
asleep. 

Howard Lightbourne, next-door 
neighbor to Oakes’ son-in-law, said 
he returned home about 12: '30 a. 

m. and noticed that de Marigny’s 
bedroom was lighted. 

He awakened at 1:45 a, m. and 
again at 4 o'clock, Lightbourne re- 
lated, and still the light was burn- 
ing. 

De Marigny had told police that 
he came home and went directly 
to bed and to sleep after escorting 
two guests at a dinner party to 
their cottage near Oakes’ estate. 

Lightbourne said he could not 
swear that the light burned con- 
tinuously from 12:30 until 4 o’clock.

125,000 Wounded or Sick Flown 
Back to United States in 20 Months 


PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 22.—One 
hundred and twenty-five thousand 
men, wounded or sick, have been 


flown from American combat areas 
to hospitals in the last 20 months. 

In September, 1015 men were 
flown from battle zones all over 
the world to base hospitals in the 
United States. 

In North Africa and Sicily the 
Twelfth Air Force flew 25,000 
wounded without a single acci- 
dent, and with only one death en 
route. 

These are the figures given to 
the Association of Military Sur- 
geons of the United States here 
today by Lt, Col. Richard L. Meil- 
ing of the Air Surgeon’s Office, 


He said the planes have done 
what medical men, generals and 
airmen believed impossible two 
years ago. The doctors thought 
that flying would be injurious in 
some cases. 

Instead of the transport of 
wounded being in the way of mili- 


tary iisiduiogs as was expected 
two years ago, air transport has 
speeded up the movement of troops 
and material into battle. Flying 
the wounded has relieved military 
roads of many vehicles that would 
have had to carry casualties. The 
planes have saved the use of many 
Red Cross hospital trains and hos- 
pital ships. 

All this has been done without 
building hospital planes, but mere- 
ly by using the planes of para- 
troopers, of transport and of 
freight on their return:trips from 
the front. Only a few minutes’ 
work is necessary to convert one 
of these planes into a temporary 
hospital ship. 

American casualties have been 
flown from Karachi, India, to the 
United States in less than a week, 
a trip that by hospital ship would 
have taken &@ minimum of two and 
one-half months. 

Training of special medical air 
crews made up of doctors, nurses 
and enlisted men has helped make 
this possible, Col. Meiling said.

KILLED IN FALL 
ATV. P. MEETING 


Millionaire Plunges From 
Stage Door of Moolah 

Temple to Alley 10 
Feet Below. 


WAS HELPING IN 
_’ PREPARING STAGE 


Apparently Stumbled and 
Arm Hit Bar That 
Opened Door—No Bal- 
cony Outside. 


Clarence H. Howard Jr., princi- 
pal heir of the multimillionaire 
steel manufacturer, died early to- 
day at St. Luke’s Hospital of in- 
juries suffered a few hours previ- 
ously when he fell from a stage 
door, 10 feet above the ground, to 
the alley in the rear of Moolah 
Temple, 3821 Lindell boulevard. 
He suffered a basal fracture of the 
skull, and died without regaining 
consciousness. 


Howard, who was 44 years old 
and lived at 16 Brentmoor Park, 
Clayton, had been attending a 
rheeting of the Veiled Prophet or- 
ganization when companions found 
him unconscious beneath the door, 
which was set high in the wall to 
admit scenery to the temple stage. 

Participants in the meeting told 
a Post-Dispatch reporter that 
Howard was a member of a group 
which was preparing the stage for 
an initiation ceremony. 

He had about concluded his 
work and was passing along a 
dark corridor behind a backdrop 
when it is believed that he 
stumbled on a step leading to the 
door, causing him to atrike an 
arm on an inside bar which auto- 
matically opened ae door. The

tion after holding a dinner in the 
basement of the temple, 

Body Seen From Balcony. 

No one saw Howard fall but 
friends who had talked to him a 
few minutes before saw him lying 
in the alley when they stepped out 
on the balcony of a fire escape on 
an upper floor of the Temple. The 
door through which Howard had 
fallen was closed, but inquiry by 
members developed a stage attend- 
ant had shut it when he noticed 
it was a few inches ajar. 

Physicians who were at the meet- 
ing attended Howard and directed 
his removal to the hospital where 
he died shortly after 5 o’clock 
this morning. 

Surviving are his wife, Mrs. 
Betty Rathmann Howard; their 
daughter, Bettee, and two children 
by a former marriage, Marylin, a 
student at John Burroughs School, 
and Shirley, who attends Mary In- 
stitute. His first wife was Mrs. 
Elvirah Howard Schaub of East 
Orange, N. J., from whom he was 
divorced in 1035. 

Funeral services will be tomor- 
row afternoon at 2:30 o'clock at 
the Lupton undertaking establish- 
ment, 7233 Delmar boulevard, The 
body will be placed in Valhalla 
Mausoleum. 

An inquest will be held at 9 
o’clock Monday morning.

Howard inherited $750,000 from 
his father, founder of the Com- 
monwealth Steel Co., who died in 
1931, two years after the company 
was sold to the General Steel Cast-

SEARCHLIGHT KEY 


TO SUCCESS OF AIR)’ 


WAR ON U-BOATS 


LONDON, Oct. 22 (AP). — The 
“keystone of success in the air 
offensive against the U-boats in 
the Atlantic” hag been a powerful 
searchlight of a special type used 
on antisubmarine aircraft, the Air 
Ministry news service disclosed 
last night. 

The announcement described the 
searchlight as “in the millions of 
candlepower in strength” and said 
it has been used for more than a 
year but kept secret. Its use forces 
the submarines, which formerly 
surfaced at night to charge their 
batteries, to “cruise submerged at 
night and risk surface movement 
by day.” 

"The technique was worked out 
by specially trained “Leigh light 
squadrons,” named after the, orig- 
inator, 46-year-old Wing Com- 
mander Humphrey Deverd Leigh, 
World War I naval pilot—whose 
receipt of the high order of the 
British Empire in the New Year’s 
honors list probably is explained 
by last night’s disclosures, 

Leigh volunteered to re-enter the 
service before the present war, 
sold the Admiralty and the Coastal | 
Command on the searchlight idea, 
and from a tryout with a single 
plane, built up his present force 
by personally selecting and train- 
ing his crews of specialists.

AMERICANS. TAKE

5th Army Hotly Pursuing 
Retreating Germans — 
British 8th Army Con- 
solidating Positions in 
Eastern Sector.

ALLIED HEADQUARTERS, Al- 
giers, Oct. 22 (AP).—Pursuing the 
retreating enemy too closely to 
permit him to establish new de- 
fense positions, American troops 
of the Fifth Army captured the 
important road junction town of 
Alife in a 10-mile advance and 
beat off a furious German coun- 
terattack, Gen. Dwight D, Eisen- 
hower’s headquarters said today. 


The town of Piedimonte d’Alife 
near Alife also fell before the 
American assault, while on the 
Fifth Army’s left flank British 
troops beat off a massive German 
attack aimed at Cancello on the 
north bank of the Volturno, eight 
miles in from the sea, 

Allied fighters and _  fighter- 
bombers swept over the battle 
area in force, bombing and 
machinegunning. 


Allies Ready, for Foe... 

The violent German counter- 
attacks both at Alife and Can- 
cello obviously were designed to 
disrupt Allied plans for close pur- 
suit Mf their foe and to give the 
Germans more time to withdraw 
their major forces to their new 
Mondragone-Mt. Massico-Venafro 
line. 

But the Germans found Lt. Gen. 
Mark W. Clark’s Fifth Army 
troops ready and waiting. 

Witt? the capture of Alife, the 
Americans were in position to con- 
tinue the thrust along both banks 
of the Volturno toward Venafro, 
18 airline miles to the northwest 
where the Germans are fortifying 
their mountain line overlooking 
the roads to Rome. 

Meanwhile Gen. Sir Bernard L. 
Montgomery’s Eighth Army con- 
solidated positions in the eastern 
sectors of the transpeninsula line 
and sent patrols thrusting into 
enemy territory. These met with 
what was officially termed “vary- 
ing resistance.” 

16 Enemy Planes Downed, 

The air war was raiséd to a sud- 
denly-incréased tempo and a total 
of 16 enemy planes were knocked 
down in air combats. One Allied 
plane was lost. 

Marshal Albert Kesselring’s bat- 
tered air force sent out 15 fight- 
B-26 Marauders 
which attacked the railway bridge

THICK SMOKE PALL, 
SECOND THIS MONTH, 
BLANKETS ST. LOUIS 


’ A thick smoke pall, one of the 
most persistent in months, hung 
over much of St. Louis for almost 
two hours this morning. It was 
the second thick smoke pall this 
month and the eleventh of the 
ear. 

The Weather Bureau recorded 
moderate smoke at 6 a. m. By 
8:45 o’clock the pall had become 
thick with visability less than five- 
eighths of a mile. The thick pall 
continued until about 10:30 o’clock. 
Moderate smoke, however, persist- 
ed. until 11:25 o’clock. 

A. A. Rausch, assistant meteor- 
Ologist, attributed the persistence 
of the smoke to an unusually low 
wind velocity. 

The longest pall in_ recent 
months occurred last March 13, 
when moderate smoke gathered at 
4 a. m., thickened by 6:45 o’clock, 
moderated at 9:30 o’clock, but did 
not clear until noon. Today’s thick 
pall was the second in that cate 
gory since June; the first was re- 
corded Oct, 6. There have also 
been eight moderate palls_ this 
month,

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One More Nazi Push Might Have 


Driven off Allies at Salerno 


By EDWARD KENNEDY 


ALLIED HEADQUARTERS, 
Algiers, Oct, 22 (AP).—One more 
German push might have driven 
the Fifth Army from its Salerno 
bridgehead during the _ critical 
days of the Nazi counterattack 
below Naples, a headquarters com- 
mentator disclosed today in a re- 
view of the Italian operations to 
date. 

The landing of parachute troops 
as reinforcements at this juncture, 
however, helped disrupt the 
enemy’s plans. Of 800 parachute 
troops dropped at Avellino, north- 
east of Naples and some 14 miles 
behind the German lines, most 
were thought at first to have been 
killed or captured, All but 150 re- 
joined the Allied force, however. 

While the Germans have taken 
losses in their retreat, these prob- 
ably have been less than those 
suffered by the Allied Armies. 

These were three of the salient 
facts disclosed by the commentator 
today in a review of the Italian 
campaign from the time of the 
early morning landing at Salerno 
on Sept. 9 to the present lull dur- 
ing which the Fifth and Eighth 
Armies are girding for further as- 
saults after the strain of pushing 
the Germans off the Volturno line 
and up the Adriatic coast. 

The commentator divided the!- 
operations into four phases — (1) 


establishment of the narrow beach- 
head at Salerno; (2) the fierce 
German counterattacks on the 
fourth and fifth days; (3) occupa- 
tion of Naples, and (4) crossing of 
the Calore and Volturno. 

As to the~-future, he said the 
Germans would continue brisk 
counterattacks to slow the Allies, 
but would hardly risk a major 
counteroffensive this side of Rome. 

Major factors contributing to 
initial success in the landing, he 
said, were the announcement of 
the Italian capitulation, which up- 
set the Germans, and the fact that 
they did not know exactly where 
the main debarkations might be 
made, 

The Germans had a good chance 
to attack while Lt. Gen. Mark W. 
Clark’s Americans and _ British 
were “half in and half out of the 
sea” but decided to await develop- 
ments, the analyst said. 

But four days after the landing, 
the Germans apparently were sat- 
isfied they had the Allied plan of 
operations diagnosed and launched 
terrific attacks along the River 
Sele, using a heavy concentration 
of tanks. 

“He came very close to driving 
us out,” the commentator said. 
“The beachhead was the narrowest 
there and there were a certain 
number of untried _troops in line.

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COPPER. PENNIES 
WILL BE MADE 
OF SHELL CASINGS 


Production to Start Jan. 1— 
Dime-Like Coin Won’t Be 
Issued After Dec. 31. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 22 (AP).— 
Mint Director Nellie Tayloe Ross 
announced today that beginning 
Jan. 1 production of the old cop- 
per one-cent pieces would be re- 
sumed through the use of expend- 
ed small-caliber shell casings 

No effort will be made, however, 
to recall the much-criticised dime- 
like steel pennies that have been 
pouring from the mints since 
early in the year. With more than 
a half-billion already in circula- 
tion, they will continue to be 
minted right up to Dec. 31 in or- 
der to meet an unprecedented pen- 
ny demand. After that date, no 
more of this type will be made. 

A small. proportion of virgin 
copper will be added to melted- 
down shell casings retrieved from 
proving grounds and rifle ranges 
throughout the country to mint 
the old-type coin. 


ROOSEVELT ILL WITH COLD, 
APPOINTMENTS CANCELED 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 22 (AP).— 
President Roosevelt is suffering 
from a head cold. All his ap- 
pointments for today were can- 
celed. 

Secretary Stephen Early said 
Roosevelt’s physician, R. Adm. 
Ross T. McIntire, found him “suf- 
fering from a slight head cold and 
a few aches through the body and 
found it best to cancel all ap- 
poifitments.” 

‘ This was purely a precautionary 
measure, Early said, since the 
President has no fever. He said 
Roosevelt had felt the cold com- 
ing on for the last several. days. 


CORSICANS PUNISH WOMEN

STALIN: RECEIVES 
EDEN, EXPECTED 
ALSO TO SEE HULL 


Premier Takes Personal 
Hand in Parley — Con- 
ferees Again Call in 
Military Advisers.

MOSCOW, Oct. 22 (AP), 
Premier Joseph Stalin took a per- 
sonal hand in the Moscow tri-par- 
tite conference by receiving British 
Foreign Secretary Anthony Eden 


at the Kremlin yesterday and 
there was every indication today 
that he also would see United 
States Secretary of State Cordell 
Hull soon. 

Stalin dressed up in a new Mar- 
shal’s uniform to receive Eden, In- 
stead of his old unadorned khaki 
suit and high boots, he wore a 
military tunic, with a Marshal's 
epaulettes, and long pants, 

At the conference of Eden, Hull, 
and Foreign Commissar Vyaches- 
lav Molotov, the talks were said to 
be proceeding so satisfactorily that 
spokesmen intimated decisions on 
a number of subjects might stand 
without going before President 
Roosevelt, Prime Minister Church- 
ill and Stalin, 

Second Parley Seems Assured. 

It now seems generally under- 
stood here that a personal meeting 
of the heads of the three great 
powers definitely will follow the 
present conference. A British 
spokesman who had said early in 
the current talks that they were 
not solely to lay the groundwork 
for asubsequent Roosevelt-Church- 
ill-Stalin parley, added yesterday: 
“I would say that, too, will be in- 
cluded.” 

The nature of Eden's talk with 
Stalin yesterday, like those in the 
conference council chamber at 
Spiridonovka Palace, was not dis- 
closed. However, Eden has been 
reported pleased with the progress 
of the conference itself to date. 

An official spokesman asserted 
the secrecy surrounding the con- 
ference was not intended to con- 
ceal any divergencies of views and 
warned correspondents that specu- 
lation on the subjects under dis-

LONDON, Oct. 22 (AP).—The 
Red Army threw tested veterans 
of the Battle of Stalingrad into its 
bold drive to isolate some 500,000 
Germans in the Crimea and the 
Dnieper River bend today. 

A Reuters dispatch placed the 
Russian vanguards only 18 miles 
from Krivol Rog, rail junction 


and iron ore city far west of the 
river in the bend. It said German 
positions north of Krivoi Rog had 
lost all semblance of a line and the 
Nazis were fighting hastily impro- 
vised actions from first one point 
and then another. 

To the south at Melitopol, gate- 
way to the Crimea, Soviet forces 
gained more ground and now com- 
mand three-quarters of the city’s 
area. A Moscow dispatch said 
Melitopol was ablaze and the beay- 
tiful orchard country around it 

. of .war. 

The rmans are fighting des 
perately for the city and throwing 
reinforcements into the struggle, 
but a Moscow broadcast reported 
enemy resistance at Melitopol was 
“showing signs of giving way after 
well over a week of battle.” 

The Swiss radio reported that 
Dnieperopetrovsk in the Dnieper 
bend was now completely encircled 
by Russian forces. 

Berlin acknowledged in its daily 
communique that Soviet attacks 
were boiling over into additional 
sectors, adding that these assaults 
were particularly strong north of 
the Sea of Azov. The Germans re- 
ported a Russian landing effort 
on the east coast of the Crimea, 
but said the attempt was made 
with weak forces and was repelled. 

German broadcasts said Nazi 
naval forces were bombarding 
Soviet positions on the north coast 
of the Sea of Azov in an effort to 
halt the squeeze offensive toward 
the Crimea. 

Advance on Krivoi Rog. 

The Reuters dispatch reporting 
the new Red Army advance from 
the Kremenchug bridgehead to 
ward Krivoi Rog said “the German 
air force no longer has enough 
fighter planes to prevent the at- 
tacks of the Soviet air force.” 

These Russian columns were 
pointing toward a junction with 
troops assaulting Melitopol and 
also in the direction of the Black 
Sea port of Nikolaev at the mouth 
of the Bug River, through which 
passes the last escape railway 
for the German gafrisons in 
the Crimea. 

The battle for Melitopol, last 
major German stronghold east of 
the lower Dnieper, raged toward a 
climax, with the Germans sus- 
taining enormous losses in men 
and equipment. The Russians an- 
nounced capture of the center of 
the city, isolating the Germans in 
the northern section. Streets were 
reported strewn with German 
dead, dozens of wrecked tanks, 
88 mm. guns and other abandoned 
equipment. 

More than 50 towns were cap- 
tured by the Russians yesterday 
in a six-mile advance toward

Badoglioand King Plotted to Kidnap 
Hitler and Mussolini, Nazis Charge 


LONDON, Oct. 22 (AP).—The 
German high command today pub- 
lished details of an alleged plan 
by Marshal Pietro Badoglio to kid- 

Hitler as well as Mussolini. 

DN NB, Nazi news agency, in a 
broadcast heard by Reuters, said 
captured military “documents” 
supplied by the high command to 
the Volekischer Beobachter, chief 
Nazi party newspaper, revealed 
the plot in which King Vittorio 
Emanuele as well as _ Badoglio 
planned to deliver Hitler and Mus- 
solinf to the Allies. 

“Badoglio requested the Italian 
military attache in. Berlin to call 


on the Fuehrer at’ his headquar- 
ters and ask him in the name of 


the King to come to Italy to dis- 
cuss, with the King and Badoglio, 
government measures to intensify 
resistance against the common 
enemy,” DNB said, quoting: these 
“documents.” 

“The invitation was refused 
cooly,” DNB continued. “It came 
at a time when the handing over 
of Il Duce was decided and 
sealed. Today it is known that 
the King and Badoglio arranged 
with the enemy to place into his 
hands the Fuehrer as well as 
Il Duce.” 

Badoglio and the King “were 
wrong to believe that their base 
duplicity had remained hidden 
from the German command,” DNB 
concluded,

Warhawks, supporting operations 
of Yugoslav Partisans, intercepted

in Europe, which had been sup- 
plying the Germans. 

The confmunique, broadcast by 
the free Yugoslav radio, said these 
important victories were achieved 
by storm units of the Eleventh 
Brigade of the Fifth Yugoslav

govic. 

Storming of Bosanska Dubica, 
the communique declared, was ac- 
complished after the guerrillas, in 
a surprise attack, Blew up a bridge 
over the Una River. They cap- 
tured 120 Nazi prisoners, 360 rifles 
and other war materiel. 

Farther to the south, units of 
the Twelfth Dalmatian division 
planted the Partisan banner on 
‘the island of Siphnj, near Du- 
brovnik, the Yugoslavs said, cap- 
turing a German-manned ship, two 
smaller motor ships, two fishing 
boats and 17 German prisoners. 

The ancient town of Senj, a 

small Croat fishing port at the 
foot of the Velebit Mountains mid- 
way between Trieste and Zara, was 
attacked by a heavy formation of 
German dive bombers and de- 
stroyed, the Yugoslav communique 
said, adding that “a majority of 
the inhabitants (approximately 
3000) were killed.” 
. Gen. Draja Mihailovic’s “regu- 
lar” guerrilla forces were reported 
by Yugoslavs in Cairo to be bit- 
terly engaging German forces in 
the Fruchka Gora area and north 
of Belgrade in Srem. The Yugo- 
slay official news agency said Nazi 
Croat forces were attempting to 
isolate other Mihailovic columns in 
central Bosnia from the main body 
in eastern Bosnia. 

A Berlin broadcast today said 
British forces had made a Com- 
mando-like landing on the Dode- 
canese island of Kalymnos, be- 
tween Cos and Leros, in an effort 
to carry our large-scale demoli- 
tions. The broadcast declared the 
force was captured. 

Royal Air Force bombers at- 
tacked airfields at Maritza 
(Rhodes) Wednesday night, scor- 
ing hits on the runway and in 
the landing area, a Cairo an- 
nouncement said. 

Rommel’s Preparations. 

Fearing Allied attack from three 
sides on the “under belly” of Eu- 
rope, the Germans are making 
frantic anti-invasion preparations 
in the Balkang, according to Swiss 
reports relayed from Stockholm. 

Field Marshal Erwin Rommel 
has established headquarters in 
Zagreb, and a Bern report to the 
newspaper Allehanda said Nazi 
troop trains were rolling contin- 
uously across northern Italy from 
France with troops to bolster Ger- 
man defenses in Yugoslavia where 
the patriots are playing havoc with 
Nazi forces. 

A Zurich dispatch to the Afton- 
fdningen said the Germans were 
looking for a possible Allied at- 
tack on Yugoslavia’s west coast or 
through Albania, and also were 
preparing for a possible combined 
Soviet-British offensive through 
the Black Sea against Rumania 
and Bulgaria. ; 

Building Fortifications. 

Zurich reports sziid huge con- 
tingents of foreign workers were 
laboring, under the direction of 
the Todt organization, on a series 
of concrete fortifications, bunkers 
and antitank ditches along the 
Rumanian and Bulgarian Black 
Sea coasts. New heavy coastal 
gun installments also have been 
laid, the Swiss reports said. 

Swiss dispatches said Gen. Rom- 
mel was reinforcing his Balkan 
units not only to prepare against 
an Allied invasion — capitulation 
of the Italian Army left the Ger- 
mans with a big gap to fill in the 
Balkans—but to try to wipe out 
resistance from the Yugoslav 
guerrilla forces of Gen. Josep 
(Drug Tito) Broz and Gen. Mi- 
hailovic. 

Rommel, these reports said, also 
had to take cognizance of the pos- 
sibility the Nazis might not be able 
to depend on Hungarian and Bul- 
garian troops in case of an in- 
vasion.

Taking official cognizance for 
the first time of quarrelling be- 
tween two groups, the leftists and 
the guerrillas, Gen. Wilson told 
the Greeks that the United Na- 
tions are looking to them to 
“fight on shoulder to shoulder 
so the coming day of freedom 
will not be postponed.” 

The collapse of Italy, he de- 
clared, has confronted the Ger- 
mans with a serious problem in 
the Balkans and especially in 
Greece, “Germany cannot af- 
ford to withdraw troops from 
other fronts. She can only hope 
to remain in Greece if she can 
weaken you by internal quarrels. 
This is Germany’s last gamble 
and it is the responsibility of 
each one of you to see that this 
gamble fails,” he asserted, 

Warning that Germany “is 
not yet beaten'and that she is 
still very strong,” the command- 
er said the great Allied victories 
of the last year have been due 
to “united strategy where all 
have worked together regard- 
less of those differences which 
must be sunk in the stress of 
war.”

RUSSIANS SEIZE 
THREE-FOURTHS 
OF MELITOPOL 
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Krivoi Rog, said the Soviet com- 
mand, including such important 
strongholds as Alexandroyka, Pe- 
trovo and Annovka, the latter 
barely 23 miles from Krivoi Rog. 
Alexandrovka is 16 miles from the 
vital rail junction: of Znamenka, 
which controls communications in 
the German occupied area west of 
the Dnieper. 

Capture of Znamenka would al- 
low relief columns to turn north 
to aid in the siege of Kiev, cap- 
ital of the Ukraine, and would also 
open a path across the flat steppes 
to Nikolaev to the south.

Driving toward Reehitsa, 28 
miles west of Gomel, whgpse fall 
appeared imminent, Soviet troops 
captured six minor enemy strong- 
holds and killed more than 3000 
Germans, the Russians said. 
New Nazi Sixth Army in Peril. 

According to the best informa- 
tion available in London, two Ger- 
man armies in the Melitopol area 
and the Crimea are threatened 
with entrapment. These are the 
reconstituted Sixth Army, de- 
stroyed at Stalingrad, which is 
now believed to be fighting in the 
Melitopol area, and the Seven- 
teenth Army which once garri- 
soned the Kuban Peninsula in the 
Caucasus but which now has been 
withdrawn into the Crimea and 
farther north. 

Between the Pinsk Marshes and 
the Sea of Azov, the Germans are 
said to have between 70 and 90 
divisions. 

Besides the Sixth and Seven- 
teenth armies, the Germans also 
were believed to have an §SS 
(Schutzstaffel) armored corps 
somewhere between the Pinsk 
Marshes and the Sea of Azov.

RUSSIANS TURN 
TURKESTAN BACK 
T0 CHINESE RULE 


: : Time Correspondent Dis- 


closes Red Withdrawal 
From ‘Heartland of 
Asia’ After 8 Years. 


NEW YORK, Oct. 22 (AP).— 
Soviet Russia has withdrawn “from 
the heartland of Asia” — China's 
great interior province of Sin- 
kiang, or Turkestan—and the Chi- 
nese Government has reassumed 
full authority there, a Time maga- 
zine correspondent reports in the 
current issue. 

Theodore White, Time’s Chung- 
king correspondent, tells of this 
change, “a diplomatic feat as 
great as any in Chinese history; 
as significant as the abolition of 
extraterritoriality (in China) by 
the United States and Britain,” 
after returning from the first visit 


to that little known territory by a 
foreign journalist in many years. 

Sinkiang had been under Soviet 
influence from 1934 to 1942, when 
Chinese diplomacy began working 
to recover full authority, During 
the Soviet period, White recounts, 
the Russians were invited by the 
local Chinese governor to set up a 
Red Army garrison at Hami, his 
capital, , 

“A full regiment of Russian 
troops was stationed there— 
dressed not in Soviet uniform, but 
in the Chinese uniform,” White 
wrote. “Russia was permitted to 
establish a trade agency called 
Sovintorg which monopolized all 
Sinkiang export trade. The newly 
built (Russian) Turksib railway 
exercised enormous economic force. 
Russians helped to lay out roads, 
planned irrigation projects, trained 
a.provincial army, staffed provin- 
cial hospitals, A stern and ef- 
ficient police force was modeled 
on Russian lines. The U. S. 8S. R. 
loaned five million gold rubles’ to 
the Sinkiang government.” 

But in 1942 the Chinese were 
ready to negotiate for ‘the return 
of control, In the war against 
Japan, China's fighting front was 
stabilized, The parleys were cli- 
maxed by a secret, dramatic flight 
by Mme, Chiang Kai-shek to Sin- 
kiang. Agreement finally was 
reached and the Russians began 
withdrawing. 

White’s closing comment was: 

“Perhaps the greatest. signifi- 
cance of the past 18 months in 
Central, Asia’s history was the 
transfer of power in quiet peace, 
with differences settled at the 
table and not in the field. In this 
sense Sinkiang was a victory for 
the prirntiples of the United Na- 
tions as great as any achieved by 
force of arms.” 

Sinkiang lies on “the roof of 
Asia,” Time notes, adjoining the 
territory of Britain and Russia. 
It is inhabited by some four mil- 
lion Moslems and Chinese. Its 
exact area is a matter of dispute, 
estimates ranging from 400,000 to 
700,000 square miles.

ALLIED HEADQUARTERS IN 
THE SOUTHWEST PACIFIC, Oct. 
22 (AP).—Imperiled by Australian 
forces on two sides, Japanese sol- 
diers in the jungle northwest of 
Finschhafen are battling savagely 
in an attempt to reach the New 
Guinea coast, an Allied spokesman 
said today. 

These Japanese are not trying to 
recapture Finschhafen, the spokes- 
man explained, although their ob- 
jective on the coast is only a few 
miles north of that air base. 

Australians of the Ninth Divi- 
sion, experienced in battles both in 
North Africa and on New Guinea, 
have thrown back frontal attacks, 
but the Japanese have achieved 
some progress by night infiltra- 
tions of small patrols. 

Headquarters advices today told 
of a six-hour harassing raid in the 
darkness Wednesday morning on 
Allied positions around Finsch- 
hafen by 30 Japanese plarfes. Some 
damage and casualties were ac- 
knowledged. 

Five Japanese planes were sho 


idown in a smaller raid Monday. 


One Allied fighter plane was lost, 
but the pilot was rescued. 

Today's communique _ reported 
widespread Allied aerial action. At- 
tack planes and dive bombers hit 
the enemy north of Finschhafen. 
Mitchell bombers attacked commu- 
nications ahead of Australians 
moving up the Ramu valley against 
Madang. 

At Wewak, Thunderbolts shot 
down six enemy float plants as 
they took off. Col. Neal E. Kearby 
of San Antonio and Dallas, Tex., 
ran his total to 12 by downing two 
of them. 

A sinate Liberator wrecked 17 
barges at the western tip of New 
Britain and later fought off 22 en- 
emy planes, downing three for cer- 
tain, probably bagging two more 
and damaging another three.

New ‘Pillow’ Bandage Does Away 


With Tourniquets 


on War Wounds 


Use of? Gentle Pressure Stops Dangerous 
Bleeding, Even of Arteries—First Aid 
for Bomber Crews.

PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 22.— A 
new pillow bandage was shown to 


the Association of Military Sur- 
geons here yesterday. 

The pillows are made of cotton, 
stuffed with mechanics waste. 
They are small, flat, but very 
springy. When put on they press 
gently, with surprising results. 

Gentle pressure substitutes for 
tourniquets in all wounds, except 
the stump of a limb, stops even 
arteries from dangerous bleeding, 
and prevents swelling. The pillows 
wrap around fractured and torn 
limbs, and splints afterward are 
put on outside the bandages. 

The pillows will wrap anything 
from a small wound to. the entire 
body. They can be left in place 
safely for two weeks. They keep 
oxygen and white blood cells from 
getting to injured parts and speed 
natural repair of wounds. They 
reduce the shock which frequently 
kills wounded men before reaching 
a hospital.

Victorious Disclosed to Be on 
Duty in Task 
Force. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 22 (AP).— 
Participation of the 23,000-ton Brit- 
ish aircraft carrier, Victorious, 
with the United States Pacific Fleet 
in combat operations against the 
Japanese was disclosed today by 
the British Admiralty delegation. 

The Victorious served with a Pa- 
cific fleet task force for several 
months, covering the Coral Sea, 
Southwest and mid-Pacific areas 
and averaging 9000 miles of sailing 
monthly. 

This is the first time that com- 
bat operation of a major British 
ship in the Pacific theater has 
been reported since the battleship 
Prince of Wales and the battle 
cruiser Repulse were sunk by Japa- 
nese planes north of Singapore 
early last year. 

The announcement did not say 
whether the task force wita which 
the Victorious sailed actually en- 
gaged the Japanese, but spoke of 
“invaluable tactical experience ...

But Racketeer ‘Disap- 
pointed’ Movie Oper- 
ator on Deal, Got Only 
Part of Money. 


NEW YORK, Oct. 22 (AP).— 
Racketeer Willie Bioff testified 
yesterday that George Skouras, 
theater circuit operator, with op- 
erating costs $60,000 higher than 
a rival chain, “bribed” him to place 
the costs on a comparable basis 
and that he did so—by boosting 


the cost of the rival chain instead 
of lowering Skouras’ outlay. 

Skouras, with his brothers, Spy- 
ros and Charles, formerly operated 
the Ambassador, Missouri and 
Grand Central theaters in St. Louis 
as well as the St. Louis Amuse- 
ment Co. chain of neighborhood 
picture houses. 

“The whole deal was a disap- 
pointment to Mr. Skouras,” said 
Bioff. “He didn’t expect I would 
do it that way.” 

“In other words, you crossed 
him, didn’t you?” asked A. Bradley 
Eden, counse! for one of eight men 
being tried on charges of conspir- 
ing to extort more than a million 
dollars from the moving picture 
industry. 

“No,” said Bioff, himself previ- 
ously convicted on simflar charges. 
“He crossed himself. I delivered 
the comparable condition.” 

Offered Him $50,000. 

Bioff said Skouras, operating the 
Fox theater circuit in New York 
City, offered him 250,000 to place 
the operating costs on a compara- 
ble basis with the Frisch-Rintzler 
theater chain in Brooklyn. 

“I met Skouras in the office of 
Sol Rosenblatt here in New York,” 
Bioff said. 

“He told me that inasmuch as 
the Fox interests and other circuits 
banked in the same place, it cre- 
ated an embarrassing situation for 
the Fox interests and made it dif- 
ficult for them to get money from 
the bank because of the difference 
in operating costs,” Bioff contin- 
ued. 

“Skouras said ‘you've got to do 
something for me and I'll make it 
right with you.’ He also said ‘if 
you can put us on a paying basis, 
T'll pay you $50,000.’ I turned to 
Rosenblatt’ and said, ‘Well, Sol, 
you've heard the deal. I'll accept 
the deal if you'll stand responsible 
for the delivery of the $50,000.’ Sol 
said he would guarantee the 
money, and as a result of that con- 
versation I called in the heads of 
the other circuit and raised its 
operating cost $60,000. I told them 
they had a circuit comparable to 
that of Fox and that they must 
operate under the same cost.” 

“A Welcome Bribe.” 

“Was this a bribe?” Eden asked. 

“This was a bribe, sir,” Bioff 
testified. “It was a bribe and a 
welcome one.” 

Bioff said he did not receive 
the full $50,000, but got only 75 
per cent of $25,000, which he said 
was paid him by Rosenblatt. He 
asserted he met Rosenblatt “while 
he was administrator of the NRA 
in the motion picture industry, and 
later,sI met him as a lawyer.” 

Bioff, testifying today, said the 
25 per cent of $25,000 was Rosen- 
blatt’s fee for serving as inter- 
mediary. He said the transaction 
took place in October or November 
of 1937. 

He said he did not receive the 
other $25,000 because of the method 
he used to place the circuits on 
the desired basis.

Capt. James O, Barker of the 
Miami Police has sworn that any- 
one in Oakes’ room at the time of 
the killing would have telltale 
burned hairs. 

Huggins was the first prosecu- 
tion witness as the trial went into 
the fifth day, and Defense Attor- 
ney Godfrey Higgs drew gut, on 
cross-examination, the testimony 
about the lack of burned hairs. 

Seated in the barred prisoner’s 
cago, de Marigny coughed and 
frowned as the proceedings got 
under way. . 

No Sign of Burned Hairs. 

“Did you examine the accused 
July 14 for burns and burned 
hairs?” Higgs asked. “Yes.” 

“Did you find any 
burned hairs or blisters?”

The finance committee of the 
Board of Education decided yes- 
terday to recommend wage in- 
creases of $200 annually be grant- 
ed to each School Board employe 
now earning less than $2000 annu- 
ally and that the salaries of em- 
ployes now earning between $2000 
and $2200 annually be increased 
to the latter figure. 

The decision was reached at an 
executive session of the commit- 
tee held after Merwyn E. Wiet- 
haupt, secretary-treasurer of the 
board, read a report on the esti- 
mated revenue for the current 
fiscal year. The recommendation 
for the increases will be made at 
next Tuesday’s meeting of the 
Board of Education,

NASSAU, Bahamas, Oct. 22.— 
Today I learned of a number of 
hitherto undisclosed circumstances 
surrounding the arrest of hand- 
some, young Alfred de Marigny for 
the murder during the early morn- 
ing hours of July 8 of his wealthy 
father-in-law, Sir Harry Oakes. 


The new facts show how the 
analytical reasoning of two Amer-

Japs Move to Balk Offensive. 


Using a specially-drawn map the 
spokesman, Maj. Gen. C. C. Theng, 
showed newspapermen how the 
Japanese, by two general move- 
ments —a dash eastward from 
Myitkyina and northward from 
both Lungling and Teng Yueh — 
are trying to close a trap on the 
Chinese. , 

This country of high peaks and 
deep gorges is so difficult the 
Japanese are unable to give air 
support to their forces, consisting 
of infantrymen and mountain artil- 
lerymen for the most part, with 
one regiment of cavalry.

NAZI GLIDER BOMB 


Says Craft ‘Like a Small Spit- 
fire’ Dogged Landing Ves- 
sel Off Corsica. 


NEW YORK, Oct. 22 (AP).—A 
description of Germany’s new fra- 
dio-controlled glider bomb, as giv- 
en by a United States Army offi- 


cer who saw it in action when 11 
Nazi bombers tried to attack Ajac- 
cio, Corsica, was reported last 
night by George Hicks, Algiers cor- 
respondent of the Blue Network. 

Hicks quoted Capt. E. Quigley, 
French laison officer for United 
States forces in Corsica, as saying 
that French interceptors shot down 
six and blocked all but one of the 
other Nazi planes, and adding: 

“He (the Nazi) was running 
sideways toward shipping in the 
harbor. Suddenly I saw what 
looked like a small] Spitfire turn- 
ing in a slow glide away from the 
Nazi bomber. 

“It had wings, a tail and seem- 
ingly rocket propulsion—because 
fire was coming from the tail- 
pieces. 

“It curved and swooped lower, 
seemingly dogging a landing craft 
that had left a cargo ship and 
headed for shore. It neared the 
landing craft and exploded near 
the bow of the boat.” 

Hicks said that “Allied forces are 
cognizant of the new weapon and 
have prepared methods for coun- 
terattacking it.”

Bertelli, playing his third year 
for the Irish, was the only athlete 
singled out by Burnett for definite 
departure. The Marines have 
called for approximately 90 of the 
140 trainees stationed on the cam- 


us. 
: In addition to being the master- 
mind of the T formation, which 
has clicked for a total of 181 
points in four overwhelming vic- 
tories this season, Bertelli has con- 
nected on 16 of 21 passes for a net 
gain of 337 yards. He has been on 
the throwing end of seven touch- 
downs. 

“Bombsight Bert” unquestion- 
ably will go down as one of Notre 
Dame's all-time greats. He has 
been praised by Coach Frank 
Leahy as the player mainly respon- 
sible for the team’s improvement 
this year, flawlessly executing his 
quarterback assignments to send 
the deceptive Irish T rolling over 
Pittsburgh 41-0, Georgia Tech 55-13, 
Michigan 35-12 and Wisconsin 50-0.

LONDON, Oct. 22 (AP). 


RITAIN, looking down the road to victory, is growing more post- 
war conscious every day—spurred on by talk of the strides being 
made in the United States. You can find blueprints here for 
everything from honeymoon cottages for wartime brides to interna- 


tional air-sea-trade systems. 


And, while these plans are offered or discussed in the press 
almost daily—most of them by factions with personal interests— 
there is grumbling that they are mere preliminaries. 


You can’t find one carrying the 
complete blessing of the coalition 
War Cabinet—and it is difficult 
to reach a conclusion as to what 
one may expect from speeches by 
Churchill's Ministers, because “of 
their widely differing political and 
economic views. 

Churchill himself, during the de- 
bate in Commons on the proposed 
nationalization of coal mines, ex- 
pressed the Government’s stand 
- when he said, “No questions of 
far-reaching changes of a contro- 
versial character are being made 
by the present Government unless 
they are found indispensable for 
war.” 

In postwar planning the aver- 
age Briton is chiefly concerned 
with home front issues—demobil- 
ization, jobs, pensions, what Gov- 
ernment controls will linger after 
armistice. He is told by many, 
however, that thig island’s pros- 
perity lies in the international 
field—world trade, shipping and 
aviation—and consequently he is 
internationally minded. 


Collaboration, Competition. 
One thing appears certain: 
Britain’s leaders in industry and 

Government are looking for the 
closest international collaboration, 
especially with the United States, 
in shippin,, civil aviation and 
world trade—yet at the same time 
they are making plans to hold 
their own in competition on what- 
ever basis it proves necessary. 

Already friendly rivalry is de 
veloping—fed on warnings in Par- 
liament that the United States is 
getting the jump in planning and 
will be ready to start right away 
with plenty of ships and transport 
planes, and there are _ similar 
cries from American Congress- 
men that Britain's programs are 
more advanced. 

British merchants, mManufac- 
turers and even shipowners see 
the air as the key to the empire’s 
future, and Churchill indicated he 
is of this view in naming one of 
Britain's best idea men and hurry- 
up boys— Lord Beaverbrook — to 
take charge in formulating a post- 
war aviation policy for the em- 
pire. 

Dynamic Beaverbrook, who only 
returned to the Cabinet recently 
as Lord Privy Seal, has vast 
friendships in the United States, 
Russia and Canada, and he is one 
of this country’s outstanding air 
enthusiasts. : 

‘Future in the Skies.” 

“The future of Britain must be 
read in the skies,” Hore-Belisha, 
former War Secretary, told Com- 
mons. 

And with this in view, sea- 
minded Britain is laying the 
groundwork for perhaps the great- 
est revolution in the shipping in- 
dustry since the steamboat. 


Eighteen major shipping com- 
panies—those running tramps as 
well as those operating luxury 
liners—have applied for authority 
to change their charters with an 
eye to setting up air routes. 

The Government has not taken 
an official stand on this prospec- 
tive transformation of Britain's 
proud merchant fleet, but the Gen- 
eral Council of British shipping, 
largest organization of shipown- 
ers in the empire, said flatly that 
it had been “given to understand 
that the Government does not in- 
tend to reach conclusions as to the 
form in which the air transport 
industry can best be organized 
in the national interest without 
affording sufficient opportunity to 
the shipbuilding industry to state 
its case.” 

One of the leading shipping mag- 
mates, Maj. Leonard H. Cripps, 
brother of Britain’s Minister of 
Aircraft Production, Sir Stafford 
Cripps, asserted that barring ship- 


owners from the air would “sound 
the death knell of a great deal of 
British shipping.” 


Options Reported. 

There is talk among men in the 
industry that some British ship- 
ping lines have sought—perhaps 
already obtained—options in for- 
eign countries for air bases to run 
joint sea-air transport services, 
What countries are involved is not 
mentioned out loud very often, 
but one well-posted person in the 
industry listed as possibilities Rus- 
sia, China and South America. 
One of Britain's “musts” in the 
postwar world, as voiced by Philip 
Noel-Baker, parliamentary secre- 
tary to the Ministry of War Trans- 
port, is that it must continue to 
service the world with a large and 
efficient mercantile marine.” 

Noel-Baker told Commons he 
felt that both ocean shipping and 
air would have a place and that 
he saw no great threat to the sea 
in civil aviation, unless air trans- 
port was oversubsidized by gov- 
ernments, 

The possibility that the tremen- 
dous wartime advancement of avi- 
ation would bring changes in the 
makeup of the British merchant 
fleet is recognized. Air Vice-Mar- 
shal Sir Arthur Longmore, retired 
inspector general of the R. A. F., 
says such liners as the Queen 
Mary and Queen Elizabeth would 
not be an economic proposition, 
but R. H. Thornton, a pilot and 
a director of the Blue Funnel 
Shipping Line, said he felt these 
liners would not be affected by 
the expansion of air travel. 

While. Britain's shipping indus- 
try is preparing for a face-lifting, 
its commercial air program seems 
likely to start from seratch with 
new planes, new lines and a brand- 
new policy. . 

First Wartime Airliner. 

The declaration of Roosevelt and 

Churchill that there is no disagree- 
ment on air questions quieted 
much of the uproar here over the 
prospect that Britain will find it- 
self hopelessly outnumbered - in 
transport planes and far behind 
the: United States in operational 
experience and airmindedness 
when peace comes. This unrest 
reached its peak when the Amer- 
ican Army Air Transport Service 
began expanding. 
. Britain met the protests by cre- 
ating the R. A. F. Ferry Command 
to operate in conjunction with the 
Government—subsidized by British 
Overseas Airways—only interna- 
tional commercial line’ in this 
country—and in addition the War 
Cabinet authorized four ‘airplane 
manufacturers to begin work on 
postwar planes with the under- 
standing that there be no inter- 
ference with war production. 

Out of this the York—civil ver- 
sion of the four-engined Lancaster 
bomber—has emerged as Britain’s 
first commercial plane since the 
war. With a range of 3000 miles, 
the York can carry 20 passengers 
as well as cargo in trans-Atlantic 
hops, and up to 40 passengers on 
continental routes. 

The Air Ministry controls all 
aviation in Britain—as it did be- 
fore the war—but movements are 
under way for creation of a sep- 
arate ministry to supervise civil 
flying and to open up the field to 
private interests, Air Minister Sin- 
clair has frowned on the idea of 
a-separate ministry, but it has 
strong backing from some indus- 
trial groups and from Lord. Lon- 
donderry, who was air minister, 
1931-35. Britain is looking for the 
airplane to bring its dominions 
closer than ever and the govern- 
ment has taken. steps for the de- 
velopment of a unified common- 
wealth air policy before interna-

500,000 NAZIS IN PERIL IN RUSSIA

HE Russians appear to have 
T ettectea a sérious operational 
breach in the German defense 
lines along the Dnieper River. 
This has occurred, not at Kiev 
where fighting is still going on, 
but farther down the river below 
Kremenchug. Here Red - Army 
forces seem to be firmly estab- 
lished on the farther side of the 
Dnieper, and have penetrated as 
far as the Kiev-Dnieperopetrovsk 
railway, which they have cut. 

This in itself would be serious, 
but the Russians are still gaining 
ground to the southward toward 
the iron mining center of Krivoi 
Rog. Should they reach Krivoi 
Rog, the other two railways con- 
necting Dnieperopetrovsk and Za- 
porozhe with the west would be 
cut. This would almost inevitably 
mean the capture or destruction 
of such German troops as now oc- 
eupy the Dnieper bend. 

The situation is reminiscent of

Stalingrad, with the Nazi forces 
in the Dnieperopetrovsk area, and 
those in the Crimea and at Melito- 
pol, occupying the unenviable po- 
sition of the German armies at 
Stalingrad and in the Caucasus. 


The Red Army breakthrough at 
Kremenchug will not have the 
same completely disastrous effect 
as a breakthrough at Kiev -would 
have, but the Russians may have 
made the best choice of the va- 
rious courses open to them. To 
have thrown everything into a 
great attempt to smash through 
at Kiev might in the end have 
resulted in failure, without com- 
pensating gains elsewhere. They 
could hit harder at Kremenchug 
because the Soviet communica- 
tions are much better, and shorter, 
than in the Kiev area. 

What the effect will be, if the 
Russians are able to continue 
their advance, will be weighed in

There are so many examples of 
what happens to the average 
American who arrives in, say, Al- 
geria, that it is difficult to choose 
any one in particular. Take, for 
instance, the attitude of the aver- 
age soldier and officer to the French 
situation. During the most diffi- 
cult period of French amalgama- 
tion, it was commonplace to hear 
our soldiers say, “What are the 
French squabbling about? Why 
don’t they get together?” 


Twice I spoke to groups of sev- 
eral hundred enlisted men on the 
subject of France, suggesting that 
Americans should attempt to think 
of France in terms of how Ameri- 
cans would react if the United 
States were defeated and occupied 
by an enemy who established a 
quisling government. 

From the reactions and questions 
of the soldiers, it was clear that 
this was the first ti this view- 
point had been put before them. It 
produced a visibly different atti- 
tude toward the French. 


French-Arab Question. 


Other examples could be cited 
from one end of Morocco to Tuni- 
sia. Many Americans have the im- 
pression that the French have not 
treated the Arabs as well as they 
should have: Americans often con- 
tend that the French treat the 
Arabs brutally and unjustifiably. 
It is one of those debatable points 
on which it might be found that 
the bulk of the facts supported the 
Americans’ ‘viewpoint, but many 
Frenchmen tackled on the subject 
seem to feel that Americans are 
not best qualified to talk, in view 
of the Negro question in the Unit- 
ed States. 

One day, a few weeks ago, a red- 
haired G. I. was drowsing in front 
of the press building here when 
the usual type of overloaded Arab 
wagon passed by and the overbur- 
dened horse slipped on the cobble 
stones, The Arab driver beat the 
horse severely. The American 
leaped from his jeep and adminis- 
tered a severe beating to the Arab. 
City Arabs’ treatment of horses is 
a subject of extreme criticism from 
United States soldiers, who are 
equally critical, and often illogical- 
ly so, of French treatment of Arabs. 


British Incidents. 

Another example—and this time 
one of friction between Americans 
and British—is in reverse, but it 
undoubtedly has happened the oth- 
er way aroynd a dozen times. 

An American command car 
knocked down and badly injured 
a Yorkshire soldier, and the driver 
ran away. The Yorkshireman’s 
friends started out looking for any 
American to beat up. As it hap- 
pened, the car had been stolen, 
and it might have been driven by 
an Arab, a Frenchman, an Ameri- 
can or a Briton. 

At the top in this theater, there 
is co-operation among Americans 
and British such as has never been 
seen before in history between two 
allies. And in the field, there is 
the same mutual respect and lik- 
ing. But in the back areas, Ameri- 
cans and Britons have separate 
camps and the only contact the 
men may have is in cafes and on 
the streets. There, among the vast 
bulk of the men, there is likely to 
be a friendly feeling that could be 
given intelligent handling. 

The average American soldier, 
stuck in North Africa, Sicily or 
Italy, often cut off from the na- 
tive population by language dif- 
ferences and divided from his al- 
lies by necessary living conditions, 
is not given the slightest oppor- 
tunity to understand or learn of 
the country of those about him. 
His attitude—“I want te go home 
and stay there’—may well be ex-

Books, 
speakers and discussion groups in 
the Army could do much to orient 
the American soldier without in 
any way giving him a biased or 
slanted viewpoint. Soldiers are 
hungry for facts—facts on what 
Fascism really did in Italy and 
how it came to fall; what the 
characteristics of various Euro- 
pean countries are, and why things 
have happened as they have dur- 
ing the last 20 years. !

“The first act of the new puppet 
regime was to sign a military alli- 
ance with Japan, The second act 
was a hypocritical appeal for 
American sympathy which was 
made in fraud and deceit and was 
designed to confuse and mislead 
the Filipino people. 

“IT wish to make it: clear that 
neither the former collaboration- 
ist ‘Philippine Executive Commis- 
sion’ nor the present ‘Philippine 
Republic’ has the recognition or 
sympathy of the Government of 
the United States. No act of either 
body is now or ever will be con- 
sidered lawful or binding by this 
Government.

Douhet Influenced Hitler. 


Inasmuch as Hitler and Stalin 
originally were laymen with no 
professional military  training— 
Stalin in his youth studied theol- 
ogy and Hitler dabbled in paint- 
ing and architecture—it is inter- 
esting to inquire who or what in- 
spired their respective conceptions 
of modern warfare. Russian mili- 
tary writings contain particularly 
illuminating discussions of this 
subject. The current issue of 
Science and Life, published by the 
Academy of Sciences, offers more 
than a clew to the answer to this 
question. 

Hitler’s chief teachers and in- 
spirers were neither Prussians nor 
men of German origin. One of 
them was the well-known Italian, 
the late Gen. Grulio Douhet, who 
held that the next war would be 
decided by planes. The other was 
a Austrian General, who upheld 
the decisive superiority of tanks 
in modern warfare and who was 
convinced that tanks would smash 
all Russian defenses and vanquish

To Right an Old Injustice 


Adoption of a simple proposal submitted to the 
Missouri Constitutional Convention by Delegate 
Wade Maupin of Carroll County would atone for 
a shameful chapter in the State’s legislative his- 
tory. The proposal is this: that after a favorable 
majority vote any municipality, regardless of 
size, be empowered to issue revenue bonds for 
construeting or acquiring a public utility. 

‘' Under the present Constitution, cities of more 
than 75,000 population, of which there are three, 


‘have the power to issue utility revenue bonds 


with the approval of four-sevenths of the voters. 
In addition, there is statutory authority for rev- 
enue-bond issues by cities of the second class (only 
Springfield and Joplin). The great majority of 
the cities and towns are without this power de- 
spite many attempts to extend it to them. 

Ten years ago, Gov. Park called the Legislature 
in special session and urged it to pass legislation 
giving such authority to all the State’s cities and 
towns by altering the two-thirds requirement. The 
Post-Dispatch said then: “The fairness of the rec- 
ommendation as an abstract proposition is, it 
seems to us, too obvious for discussion. That it 


‘can be rationally and equitably opposed, in any 


circumstances, is, in our opinion, manifestly im- 
possible.” 

Yet the utility lobby of that day, headed by 
arrogant Union Electric executives who have 
since heard prison sentences imposed upon them- 
selves, flouted public opinion and persuaded a 
craven Senate majority to stand adamant against 
the Governor’s recommendation. 

Missouri cities and towns have continued to 
suffer from the lack of clear-cut authority to 
issue revenue bonds by majority vote to set up 
their own publicly-owned electric plants and oth- 
er utilities. The great majority of municipalities 
could do so only if the issuance of general obli- 
gation bonds was approved by’two-thirds or more 
of the voters casting ballots on the proposition, 
and the utilities employed devious methods, even 
to the extent of bribery, to make sure that the 
two-thirds majority was not obtained. 

As general obligation bonds carry a liability for 
increased taxes, it was difficult under any cir- 
cumstances to get a two-thirds majority vote for 
a municipal utility to be financed in this way. 

At the same, a utility corporation could obtain 
a franchise, often for 20 or 30 years, by authority 
of a simple majority in an election, whose ex- 
penses in many cases were paid by the utility. 

Such has been the power of the utility lobby 
that for all these years friends of public owner- 
ship have been unable to get a fair hearing for 
revenue-bond legislation. 

In many American cities, the revenue-bond 
method of financing public ownership of utili- 
ties has proved highly successful. This method 
provides for the issuance of bonds which are se- 
cured as to principal and interest by the property 
and the income of the municipal utility, be it 
light plant, waterworks, gas plant or transporta- 
tion system. There is no obligation to levy taxes 
to pay principal or interest. There is a ready 
market for soundly supported revenue bonds, 

It may be argued that this a matter for the 
Legislature, not properly to be included in the 
Constitution. But since the principle involved is 
so fundamentally a right of the democratic proc- 
ess, we think it should be made secure in the 
Constitution, and that the Legislature should not 
have the power.to withhold it. Here is a place for 
the Constitutional Convention to prove its devo- 
tion to the cause of democracy. 
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In Fairness to a Brave People 


A long stride toward justice among nations 
was taken yesterday when the House voted to 
supplant the Chinese exclusion acts with a quota 
system and to permit Chinese to become natural- 
ized citizens. 

Under the bill passed by the House, the num- 
ber of Chinese admitted annually would be only 
107, too few to have any noticeable effect econom- 
ically or socially. The case for repeal of the old 
exclusion acts was ably stated at the committee 
hearing by Dr. Walter H. Judd, Congressman 
from Minnesota, who was for 10 years a medical 
missionary and hospital superintendent in China. 
We publish part of Dr. Judd’s testimony in the 
Mirror of Public Opinion today. 

As a sign of equity toward a people who have 
proved their devotion to liberty and democratic 
principles under most difficult conditions, this 
House action shines as a beacon light. The Sen- 
ate’s concurrence, which we hope will come 
promptly, would keep the light burning for all 
the world to see,

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Kaiser Wakes the Doctors 


Large-scale proof has come that the principle 
of health-budgeting works; that it provides abun- 
dant care for the patient without an undue strain 
on his budget, that it cuts down war industry's 
loss of working time from illness, and that it 
spreads fairly the limited professional services 
available to a community. 

This proof does not come from sources termed 
“theorists” or “bureaucrats” by the conservative 
medical men and organizations opposed to cé- 
operative medicine. It comes from one of Amer- 
ica’s most hard-headed industrialists, a man never 
satisfied by theories but only by results—Henry 
J. Kaiser. 

The Kaiser experiment, conducted among work- 
ers in shipyards, on a dam project and at a 
magnesium plant, has also convinced Paul De 
Kruif, writer of books:on medical subjects for 
laymen. De Kruif had been associated with con- 
servative physicians for years, and shared their 
antipathy for co-operative medicine. The work 
done by Dr. Sidney Garfield in organizing and 
conducting the new medical service has convinced 
De Kruif, He has written a book about it, “Kaiser 


Wakes the Doctors,” in which he gives enthusias-. 


tic support to the project. 

It works this way: for 7 cents a day (5 cents 
from a payroll checkoff and 2.cents from indus- 
trial insurance premiums), each worker is en- 
titled to 118 days’ free care per year, or longer 
if necessary, in the Kaiser clinics. The fund has 
not only given these workers full medical care 
and helped keep them well, but has paid for at 
least one hospital as well. 

What Henry Kaiser’s organization has done can 
be done in any other industry. The plan can be 


_ now is one of administration, 


broadened to give a voice in its control to the 
workers and the physicians, as well as to man- 
agement, and thus true co-operative medicine can 
be established. It can be done on a community 
scale anywhere, or in units representing social 
clubs, offices, church parishes or neighborhoods, 
It does not infringe on the rights of either doc- 
tors or patients at any point, and it provides 
group physicians with comfortable incomes. 

The opposition of organized medicine is now 
subsiding at many points in the presence of the 
Kaiser and other demonstratigns. Co-operative 
practice can meet the problem of medical econom- 


‘ics that has plagued American families for gen- 


erations. 


The Air RY Clean 


St. Louis’ anti-smoke ordinance has come un- 
scathed through an attack that was as virulent 
as it was hypocritical. Both its friends and its 
enemies can profitably draw some conclusions 
from the incident. 

Friends of the ordinance should conclude that 
this will not be the last assault upon the ordi- 
nance during the war emergency. The fuel short- 
age, which is a national problem, gives the die 
hard enemies of the anti-smoke ordinance tke 
opportunity of a lifetime to get in some hard 
blows below the belt. It gives them an oppor- 
tunity to capitalize for their own selfish purposes 
on a nation-wide problem born of war, to insist, 
however falsely, that it is peculiarly a St. Louis 
problem; to try. to frighten St. Louisans into per- 


mitting the ordinance to be weakened or de- 


stroyed. 

Friends of the ordinance should be prepared 
to meet every such attack, and to lick the ene- 
mies of clean air so conclusively and so pain- 


fully that they will not care to return to the ' 


fray for a long time to come. 

Enemies of the ordinance should deduce from 
their current defeat the plain fact that the peo- 
ple of St. Louis put a great deal of store by 
their anti-smoke ordinance. The people know ‘it 
means better health and more pleasant living for 
them and for their children. They know it means 
economy in the cost of living, and strengthened 
property values. 

Enemies of the ordinance should take to heart 
the statement issued by the Chamber of Com- 
merce calling for dissolution of the special Coal 
Committee of the Board of Aldermen: “The 
Chamber has taken pride in a civic accomplish- 
ment which has meant so much to our city and 
has made our city pre-eminent among all cities 
in our Country in its success in eradicating an 
evil besetting many large communities. The 
smoke ordinance is considered vital to the wel- 
fare of our city by a vast majority of our citi- 
zens.” 

The anti-smoke ordinance is on the books, and 
there it is going to stay. The sooner its enemies 
accept the will of the great majority, who put 
it there and are keeping it there, the better,

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End of a Long Witch-Hunt 


It is encouraging to find from various surveys 
that the status of America’s civil liberties is at 
a far higher level today than it was in World 
War I. Convincing proof of this comes from 
Oklahoma, in the news that the State’s Criminal 
Court of Appeals has knocked out the last of 
the four-convictions, with their drastic penalties, 
imposed in the notorious “book trials” in 1940-41. 

Three men and a woman were found guilty 
of violating the Oklahoma criminal syndicalism 
law because they possessed and sold alleged Com- 
munist party literature, including volumes of his- 
tory and economics that are found in virtually 
every public library. They got the limit—10-year 
prison terms and $5000 fines, Oklahoma at the 
time was in the throes of a Statewide witch- 
hunt, whipped, up by the Ku Klux Klan and 
other reactionary forces. Not only Communists 
but also Jehovah’s Witnesses, liberal professors 
and others were among its victims. So strong 
was the spirit of intolerance that a public official 
announced, after one of the book trials ended, 
that every Communist in the State faced similar 
penalties, 

Oklahoma’s higher courts kept their equilib- 
rium despite the storm of bigotry. Now they 
have vindicated the State’s good name by setting 
aside the savage penalties, more severe than 
those often imposed for murder or robbery, that 
were inflicted upon defendants who professed un- 
popular doctrines. The reversals in these cele- 
brated cases show that civil liberties are ‘being 
preserved despite the pressures of wartime.

I can give a categorical No. The Chinese 
are not asking for any particular number, 
They are wanting to be treated as equals. 
That means being admitted as immigrants 
on the same basis as persons from other 
countries, 


If the formula which gives England 
65,000 gave the Chinese only one, that would 
atill solve the problem, It is not that many 
want to come to this country; it is that 
they want the right for persons of their 
race to come. Chinese have nof been people 
who encroach on their neighbors. They 
have not been a migrating people. It is 
equality they want. 
the formula is 107. 


Someone says, “Why is it that the Chi- 
nese are not protesting about these things? 
Does that not mean they are not concerned 
about the matter?” No: it means only 
that the Chinese are proud. They will not 
come begging. They have been hurt all 
these years by the discrimination against 
their race. But they would not degrade 
themselves by showing it, or by making a 
fuss about it. Just because others have 
bad international manners is no reason why 
they intend to forsake their manners. 


Problem Can’t Be Ignored 


Someone says it will do China a dis- 
service to raise this question. But we are 
not raising it now. We raised it by’ our 
own laws beginning 60 years ago, and 
Japan has been raising it constantly in 
China, This is, rather, the way to dispose 
of it. .The greatest disservice to China and 
ourselves would be to ignore the problem. 


The race problem is with us now. This 
is the way to solve it. Try to push it back 
under and you only get more pressure in 
the volcano until it explodes. 


This will not be a race war unless we 
make it so. If it were a race war, China 
would be fighting with Japan against us, 
not with us against Japan. There never 
will be a war between the white and the 
colored races, if only we keep the largest 
and strongest of them, the Chinese, with us, 


Is there any business before this Con- 
gress more important than taking every 
possible step to make sure the Chinese stay 
with us, now and in the decades and cen- 
turies ahead? There is no more powerful 
step we can take immediately than fo re- 


move the racial stigma in our immigration . 


laws. 


Only 107 A Year 


Someone says it will disrupt our economy. 
I do not quite see how admitting 107 
selected Chinese immigrants a year could 
upset America seriously, but if it did, it 
certainly could not do so as badly as a 
war every 25 years. 


I cannot but speak strongly on this point. 
I lived in the Far East in the midst of this 
problem for 10 years. It is not because I 
want to give America away that I urge us 
to pass a bill to accomplish this thing; it 
is because I want to save America. 


Someone has said that China is Com- 
munistic. I was in the midst of the 
Chinese Communists for eight months in 


And equality under. 


1930 as a semi-prisoner. They were red hot 
in those days when Communism was still 
new. But it soon lost most of its hold be- 
cause basic Communism is far more op- 
posed to the fundamental ideas of the 
Chinese than it is to those of most Amer- 
icans. There is less danger of a free China 
becoming Communistic than there is of 
America becoming Communistic, especially 
if we have another war or two. 


But just where can China turn save to 
Russia, or Japan, if America does not treat 
the Chinese on the same basis as other 
peoples? 

The Russians were smart after the last 
war. They said to the Chinese, “We know 
what it is to be downtrodden. We volun. 
tarily give up our concessions in China, 
We give up extraterritoriality. We put our 
Russian citizens under Chinese law.” That 
was 25 years ago. America gave hers up 
only last January, when as a matter of fact 
we no longer had it to give up. 


China’s Loyalty to America 


China held America as her No. 1 friend 
in spite of the fact that America would 
not treat her as well as Russia did and 
also supplied the Japanese with war ma- 
terials for four years. 


The amazing thing is that the Chinese 
were able to keep their heads and adhere 
steadfastly to their basic allegiance to de- 
mocracy. That is because the Chinese do 
not go off half-cocked; they have poise and 
stability, and historical perspective. 


Someone said here, “How ‘can a law 
passed by us affect Japanese propaganda?” 
Well, it cannot affect Japanese propaganda, 
but it can affect whether the Chinese be- 
lieve the Japanese propaganda or not. If 
they know it is no longer justified, then 
they will laugh at that propaganda. As 
long as they know it is base@, not on lies 
but on sober fact, how can we expect them 
not to believe it? 

It is conceivable Japan might finally 
wake up and set out to win the political 
offensive herself. All she needs to do is 
to start treating the Chinese and other 
Asiatics better than we treat them. There 
are many indications she is learning that 
fact. Where Japanese airplanes used to 
drop bombs on Chinese cities, they fre- 
quently drop food and pamphlets, 


Postwar Friendship Vital 


Much as we will need China now to win 
the war, we will need her still more to help 
establish and maintain a decent peace. I 
think we are going to win this war, but we 
cannot stand another one. 

We are going to need friends if we do 
not want to remain permanently mili- 
tarized. But if we have on that side a 
strong, independent, friendly China, and a 
strong, democratic America on this side, 
then the Pacific will be pacific. If not, it 
will be the source of wars and more.wars. 


We can have our prejudices, or our sons. 
If we must have our prejudices now, then 
I am compelled, out of concern for my 
country, to warn that we cannot escape 
sending out our sons to die later.

Parade of Well-Known People 


In Reminiscences of a Writer 


“A Threshold tn the Sun," by Lioyd Morris. (Has 
per & Brothers, New York.) 

Lloyd Morris has not written a biography, 
though he is the pivot on which his book 
turns. Yet the reader keeps expecting it to 
be a biography and feels some disappoint- 
ment that it never turns out to be one. 

If we knew nothing of his career—crea- 
tive, fruitful, practically active—we should 
take the writer for a privileged and splen- 
did dilletante. The book, broadly speak- 
ing, is a procession of persons, mostly fa- 
mous ones, whose names we know or sus 
pect we should know. 

The Sun is the light of many personali- 
ties: in early years, the family; later, crit- 
ics, philosophers, historians, dancers, writers, 
artists. After the method of Henty Adams 
or Bok, the experiences belong to one “Mor- 
ris,” not to a comfortably clear “L” For 
this device there never seems a thoroughly 
sound reason, Benvenuto Cellini or Benja- 
min Franklin would have found it suspect, 


It might as well be noted that Morris ap- 
proves of his education in the Ethical Cul 
ture School and Columbia University. Most 
persons who get to the autobiographical 
phase disapprove of their formal schooling. 
So, whatever the reasons back of it, his 
commendation makes an agreeable change. 

His first European travel is that of an in- 
telligent tourist. He serves in the World 
War between the last line of Chapter 4 and 
the first line of Chapter 5. The 19208 find 
him “born a second time, at the age of 25, 
in a radically changed world—when the 
best intelligences were busily spreading «a 
contagion of negativism.” He refuses to 
succumb and reorients himself chiefly by 
the literary fellowship of such friends as 
Sinclair Lewis, Elinor Wylie, D. H. Law- 
rence, the Colums. Most important is E. A. 
Robinson. Paris and the Riviera close the 
book. 

For a decade Morris spent half of every 
year in Europe. These experiences furnish 
another galaxy of brilliant personalities. 
After a chapter of intensive appreciations 
of Europeans in Europe and Americans in 
Europe, when war brings him home, one 
is rather startled to read that “culture was 
bankrupt; civilization was a shabby im- 
posture” while Americans are “different,” 
holding “a fanatical devotion to what might 
be and ought to be.” This conclusion seems 
to arise from the shock of the moment, not 
the pages preceding it. Perhaps Morris has 
obscured his forest by describing the trees,

For pure entertainment, nothing else in 
the book equals Morris’ relatives. He 
should have reserved them as material for 
several novels: Great-grandfather holding 
court every Friday; Grandfather offsetting 
the dangerous attractions of art by intro- 
ducing Morris to Buffalo Bill, the old New 
York Volunteer Firemen, the bars of the 
Plaza and the Savoy. 

Whether the book has a valid, interpre- 
tive point of view is not certain, but it is 
rich in suggestion, stimulus and informa- 
tion enriched by personality.

The certainty of Japan’s defeat 
is not, however, fully realized by 
every one even in this country. 
Yet the Japanese themselves have 
proved by their own acts that they 
have no hope of victory. 

i The proof is in the fact that they 
have stood still for more than a 
year without attacking Great 
Britain, Russia or the United 
States. Even when Hitler was 
in Stalingrad, Rommel at the 
gates of Alexandria, and the U- 
boats were at the height of their 
power in the Atlantic, it was still 
impossible for Japan to take the 
offensive, even against India, Aus- 
tralia, Siberia, Alaska, Hawaii— 
certainly not against continental 
United States.

A Parasitic War. 

HE Japanese war has been 

T from beginning to end a par- 

asite upon the Axis war in 
Europe. 

Japan single-handed could never 
conceivably have challenged China, 
The Netherlands, Britain, France, 
Russia and the United States. It 
was the defeat of France, thé mor- 
tal peril of Britain, the deep Ger- 
man invasion of Russia and the 
unpreparedness and ambiguity of 
the American position in 1940-41 
which presented Japan with what 
looked like a unique opportunity. 
For with Hitler master of the Eu- 
ropean continent and Russia in 
dire straits, the United States had 
to look to the defenses of the 
Western Hemisphere and could not 
concentrate the whole of our then 
inadequate forces against Japan. 

All the Japanese conquests were 
made in the first half of the year 
1942—that is to say, while Britain 
and Russia were desperately en- 
gaged and the United States was 
as yet unmobilized. 

The Japanese must have known 
that their conquests could be con- 
solidated only if Hitler won the 
war in Europe. For Japan could 
never get at Britain, Russia or the 
United States—much less all three 
of them—to knock them out. It 
was Hitler who had a chance to 
knock out Britain and Russia, and 
if he knocked them out the United 
States would have stood alone

|8rown strong because .it has con- 


quered rich lands with larger 
humbers of people in them. But 
in fact nothing is ever conquered 
unless the power from which the 
land has been taken is so thor- 
oughly defeated that it cannot re- 
conquer the land. Now Japan can 
do nothing to defeat its principal 
enemies while they assemble the 
force to defeat it.

Dr, Gallagher ascribed the pres- 
ent tensions to  aggravations, 
caused by the war, of established 
patterns of race conflict growing 
out of segregation and its con- 
comitant attitudes.

SWORD AS WARPRZE i 


Sgt. E. C. Burger Jr. Tells 


of Killing Enemy Major, . 
Taking Weapon. 


Staff Sgt. Edward C. Burger Jr., 
who was a singing telegram mes- 
senger boy when he enlisted in 


the Army in 1940, Is back in St. 
Louis today with an ornate two- 
handed sword taken from the body 
of a Japanese major he killed in 
close combat on Attu Island. 

Sgt. Burger, 26 years old, is vis- 
Sting his parents, Mr. and Mrs. 
Edward Burger, 2509A DeKalb 
street. Besides the sword, the sou- 
venirs be brought home included 
Japanese money, a “V-mail” type 
of letter, a mirror and a picture of 
the Major himself, which Burger 
removed from his pockets. The 
Japanese officer was attempting 
to strike Burger with the sword 
when Burger shot him. 

“It happened the morning of last 
May 29,” Burger related. ‘We were 
asleep in foxholes when our radio 
operator, a Chinese, awakened us 
and said we'd better get out of our 
sleeping bags, because the Japs 
had broken through our front 
lines. ¢ 

“We got up and sat in our fox- 
holes for half an hour,” Burger 
continued, “Then there were 
sounds of battle activity approach- 
ing, and then the Japs burst into 
our view. They yelled like wild 
men as they ran toward us. We 
had no machine guns, but our fel- 
lows mowed them down with 
KZrenades, light carbines and 
automatic rifles. Later, we counted 
about 350 of the enemy dead in 
our kitchen area.” Burger is a 
mess sergeant. 

Burger said that within a short 
while most of the enemy were dead 
or had disappeared, and he had 
sat down in his foxhole. “Suddenly 
I thought I heard a noise, and I 
turned my head,” he said. “Stand- 
ing over me on the rim of the 
foxhole was a Japanese Major with 
his sword raised. I pulled out miy 
service pistol, and shot him in the 
face, and he fell into the foxhole 
on top of me. While he was still 
groaning I began examining him 
for grenades, but fortunately he 
had none set to explode when he 
fell.” 

The sword was not a Govern- 
ment-issued weapon, but apparent- 
ly a family heirloom, with a handle 
of white carved jade, bearing an 
inscription in Japanese.

the whole, it would seem that the 
completion of the Red Army ef- 
fort would bag possibly ag many 
as 500,000 German troops. 

This would be a blow which 
would stagger the fighting power 
of the Wehrmacht, perhaps beyond 
recovery. It would not be decisive 
victory, but it would be a crip- 
pling wound. This is the impor- 
tant consideration, not the terri- 
torial gains, although Red Army 
occupation of the Crimea would 
be of great strategical consequence. 

The Germans could perhaps 
maintain a defensive position along 
the Bug River for a time, and this

“Tammany.” 

George Washington had just been 
inaugurated President of the 
United States of America, in New 
York City, when, on May 12, 1789, 
the Society of Tammany or Co- 
lumbian Order was established. 

Originally a Pennsylvania or- 
ganization, the society was named 
after Chief Tammenund, Delaware 
Indian leader, the same who, in 
1697, granted 'to William Penn all 
the land between the Pemopeck 
and Nashaminy rivers, from the 
Delaware River “so farr as a horse 
can travel in two summer days”; 
the consideration was an assort- 
ment of blankets, kettles, cloth, 
stockings, pipes, tobacco, other odd 
sundries and 30 shillings cash. 

The purpose for which the Tam- 
many Society was founded was 
charity; it interested itself par- 
ticularly in the plight of the in- 
mates of the Debtor’s Prison, many 
of them former soldiers in the 
War of the Revolution; shortly it 
became political, in time develop- 
ing into the controlling power in 
New York City and State—now re- 


duced to something less than a. 


shadow. It was John Trumbull, 
Connecticut author and jurist, who 
‘canonized Tammenund so that he 
became Saint Tammany,

Yet Many Mourn the Death of Fred Lehning, "the Friendliest Man in Cairo"

CAIRO, Iil., Oct, 21. 

RED LEHNING built a little 

drug store at the side of a 

quiet street and was a friend 
to all who came to his door. The 
fame of his simple goodness spread 
from end to end of the town and 
people came far, wearing a path 
along the quiet street. They called 
him the friendliest man in Cairo. 
They mourned him as such when 
he died, and said of him that he 
had laid down his life for his 
friends because he had served them 
day and night when the threat of 
death hung over him. His spirit 
still lives in the neighborhood 
where he was a good neighbor. 


The children, who called him “Mr.— 


Fred,” miss him most, for he never 
failed them, no matter what their 
need, and when hard times came 
he was their Santa Claus. 


Fred Lehning’s drug store, on 
Twenty-eighth street between Syc- 
amore and Poplar, not far from 
the railroad tracks, always was 
more than a place of business. It 
was a place where sympathy and 
advice could be found and medical 
help obtained by people who could 
ill afford to go to doctors. Now 
that Lehning is gone the store that 
he left, with his widow carrying 
on, has become a sort of shrine. 


From the first the store was 
more than a store. Fred, as a 
boy, had worked in a drug store, 
and had caught something of the 
spirit of the business which, more 
than any other, serves the people’s 
When he grew up he 
would be a druggist. He worked 
his way through the St. Louis Col- 
lege of Pharmacy and took the 
State Board of Pharmacy examina- 
tion on Armistice day, 1918. For 
more than a year he was a clerk 
in the store of John Levitt, down 
town, but he was always looking 
about for a place of his own.

been married a year, Lehning 

heard that a store out at the 
edge of town was for sale. The 
section was 20 blocks from the 
business district, ‘but Lehning 
liked it the better for that. He had 
always wanted to be a neighbor- 
hood druggist and because most of 
the people were poor, he could be 
more useful. He bought the busi- 
ness and went deeply into debt, 
but his wife went into the store 
with him and they worked togeth- 
er to pay off the debt. At first 
they lived in rooms above the 
store. Later they moved into a 
home of their own, but it proved 
too inconvenient because Lehning 
always made it a point to be on 
call when medicines were needed 
in the night. So he had the up- 
stairs rooms made over into a 
modern apartment and they moved 
back. To make life more pleasant 
in the cramped quarters he bought 
an old hotise next door and tore 
it down and planted.a garden of 
roses where it had been.

East's double of six clube was not 
shrewd, to put it mildly, and it 
should have helped South consid- 
erably in his play of the actual six 
heart contract. 

West opened the club eight. De- 
elarer promptly put up dummy’s 
queen, then remembering the dou- 
ble of six clubs, he thought he'had 
better provide against a bad break 
in the suit and forthwith ruffed a 
low club with the heart deuce. He 
then cashed the heart ace and led 
to the heart queen. East's failure 
to follow the second round was «a 
rather disturbing bit of news and 
now, quite properly, declarer was 
afraid to ruff another club lest he 
establish a trump trick for West. 
There was only one alternative. 
Declarer led a spade to the king, 
drew West’s remaining trumps, 
then returned to thes e ace, dis- 
carded a spade and a diamond on 
high clubs, and finally led up to his 
diamond king. Unfortunately, how- 
ever, the ace was off side and de- 
clarer had to concede two dia- 
mond tricks. 

In view of East's six club dou- 
ble, declarer should have realized 
that there was grave danger of the 
suit breaking at least as badly as 
five-two. There was a chance, of 
course, that East had six clubs, 
but this possibility was not as 
great as that the diamond ace 
might be off side. Thus, declarer 
should have played to establish the 
club suit, but in order to do this 
as safely as possible, he should 
have ruffed the very first club 
lead. He would then return to the 
heart queen and ruff another low 
club. After West followed suit, de- 
clarer would have clear 
He would draw trumps, return to 
the spade ace, and discard four los- 
ers (a spade ‘and three diamonds) 
on the established clubs.
